Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art teaches treating aerosol compositions comprising diazepam with an 
MMAD of less than 5 micron. The novelty in the instant Application lies within the 
method of making and administering the condensate aerosols of such drugs. The prior 
art does not teach producing a condensate by heating, vaporizing and cooling to 
prepare condensates of the drug particles. Also such condensates provide a 
degradation product of less than 10% or preferably less than 5% for the particles, an 
MMAD of less than 5 micron and a geometric standard deviation of less than 3. 

With regards to the Obviousness Double Patenting rejections over the co- 
pending applications comprising different active agents, Applicants have argued that 
each drug has to be individually examined and tested to determine suitability for the 
said process of heating and volatizing. In other words, Applicants have argued the 
ability of a drug to be dispensed according to the present invention is unpredictable. 
Further, that some actives tested failed, while others worked. In view of said arguments 
and further in view of the terminal disclaimers filed, the instant claims are found 
unobvious.
